We are truly ſenſible to the important Advantage which has accrued 
from the Deſcent of his Majeity's Forces and his Ku//ian Allies on the 
Coaſt of Holland by the Reſcue of the Dutch Fleet from the Power ot 
the Enemy; and although the Seaſon proved fo peculiarly unfavourable 
for military Operations as to render it impracticable to perſiſt in an 
Enterprize ſo fortunately commenced, and thus prevented the entire 
Accompliſhment of his Majeſty's Views, yet the Reſult of the Expedi- 
tion has been productive of the molt beneficial Effects to this Kingdom, 
by removing all Fear of an Attack on our Coaſts from a Quarter whence 
it had been fo often planned, and by enabling his Majelty's Fleets to di- 
rect their undivided Attention to the only Port from whence the Enemy 
| can 
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can make any Attempt on this Country with any Hope even of a tem- 
porary Succeſs. 


We are truly ſenſible of the Benefits which have reſulted from the 
judicious and ſalutary Exerciſe of the extraordinary Powers that were 
committed by Parliament to your Excellency's Diſcretion. Though we 
ſympathize with your Excellency in regretting the Neceſſity which has 
exiſted tor frequent Exertions of Severity, we are convinced that under 
the patient, humane and ſcrupulous Arrention with which your Excel- 
ency has adminiſtered that important Truſt no Act of Rigour thas been 
adopted which Juſtice did not require, and which was not indiſpenſable 
for the Order and Safety of the State. At the ſame Time it is a Sub- 
ject of the moſt unfeigned Concern to us that a Tendency to Outrage 
thould {till continue in ſeveral Diſtricts, and that Means ſhould be in- 
duſtriouſly employed tor keeping alive the Spirit of Diſaffection, and 
cheriſhin, the Hope of French Cooperation. We ſincerely participate 
in the Hope which your Excellency has ſo forcibly expreſſed, that the 
recent Revolution in France will open the Eyes of thoſe who have been 
deluded by the Artifices which have been unremittingly employed to 
withdraw them from their Allegiance ; it cannot, we truſt, fail to reſtore 
and cheriſh the Love of conſtitutional Order, and of a genuine and 
well-regulared Freedom, by demonſtrating that the Principles of a falſe 
and ſpurious Liberty lead only to Deſpotiſm and an ignominious Servi- 
iude, and that Military Uſurpation is the natural Termination to the 
criminal Effects of democratic Faction. 


Moſt ſtrongly do we feel that fo long as the French Government, 


whatever Shape it may aſſume, ſhall perſevere in Schemes of Deſtruc- 


tion and Projects of Ambition, no leſs ſubverſive of the Liberties of 
Europe than menacing to the Security of his Majeſty's Dominions, 


there can be no wiſe or ſafe Alternative but to increaſs our Efforts in 


the Proſecution of the War, engaged as we are in a Conteſt, which by 


involving the deareſt and moſt valuable Intereſts of ſocial Life, calls for 


all our Conſtancy and an unuſual Share ot public Spirit; we are tho- 


roughly convinced that it is by great Exertion alone that thoſe Views 


of Agrandizement can be frultrated or a ſolid Peace procured. 


We have ſeen with peculiar Satisfaction that his Majeſty has availed 


himſelf of the cordial and great Aſſiſtance which he has received from 
his faithful Ally the Emperor of Ruſſia, and we gratefully acknowledge 
the wiſe and prudent Exertions Which his Majeſty has adopted for aug- 
menting the diſpoſeable Military Force of his Dominions. The gene- 
rous Cooperation. given to his Majeity's Views on chat Occaſion by the 
Engliſh Militia has afforded an animating Example of Patriotiſm to all 
Parts of the Empire, and we are convinced that the Militia of this 
Kingdom will be anxious to prove that they deſerve the Confidence his 


Majeſty is pleaſed to repoſe in their Zeal and Loyalty, by dilplayins an 


equal 
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equal Ardour for promoting his Majeſty's Service, and forwarding at 
this important Criſis the active Operations of the Empire. Impreſſed 
with a full Perſuaſion of the beneficial Conſequences likely to be de- 
rived trom the ſpeedy Accompliſhment of this great and falutary Object, 
we ſhall not fail molt chearfully to concur in the Meaſures which thall 
appear belt adapted for its Attainment. 


The early Precautions which were adopted by your Excellency in 
conſequence of the Apprehenſions that were ſome Lime fince of a ge- 
neral Scarcity demands our grateful Acknowledgments, and your Ex- 
cellency may rely on our ready Concurrence in giving a parliamentary 
Sanction to the judicious and beneficial Meaſures which your Excel- 
lency has purſued by the Advice of the Council. 


We are deeply impreſſed with the Wiſdom and Policy of continuing 
that enlarged Syſtem of Defence, the Benefit of which has been expe- 
rienced, and which is calculated to protect the Country from every 
Danger, whether foreign or domeſtic, and to render the Succeſs of In- 
vaſion, if attempted, impracticable. 


We thank your Excellency for having ordered the Public Accounts 
and Eſtimates for the enſuing Year to be laid before us. Our Zeal for 
his Majeſty's Service and the Securiry of the Kingdom prompt us in a 
peculiar Manner to make a Proviſion adequate to the Exigencies of the 
Conjuncture, and it aftords us infinite Satisfaction to learn that the im— 
proved State of the Revenue in the preſent Year will much facilitate 
our Endeavours for this Purpoſe, and is likely to enable us to rai e the 


neceſlary Supplies without any diſtreſſing Addition to the Burthens of 
the People. 


We entertain a ſtrong Senſe of your Excellency's Anxiety for pro- 
moting the true Intereſts of this Kingdom, in directing our Attention 
to its Agriculture, its Manufactures, and particularly to its Linen Ma— 
nutacture, as well as to the Proteſtant Charter Schools and the other 
public Inſtitutions, whether of Charity or Education, which have uſuall 
received the Bounty of Parliament, your Excellency may be affured 
that thoſe important Objects of national Proſperity ſhall not fail to en- 
gage our accuſtomed Regard and Liberality. 


Your Excellency may rely on our taking into our early Conſideration 
the Expediency of continuing any of thoſe extraordinary Powers by 
which the Executive Government has been ſtrengthened for the more

Coſts, but Petitioner from the extreme Decay of his Trade, the ex- 
ceſſive high Price of Proviſions, and having thirteen Perſons in Family 
to ſupport, whereof ſeven are helpleſs Children, was unprepared to 
ay the ſame, but offered to ſurrender his ſaid Houſe with very confi- 
derable and expenſive Improvements thereon, to be ſold for the 
Diſcharge of ſaid Bond and the other Securities extant for the ſaid 
Fine, but his Offer was rejected and Execution iſſued againit him, 
whereunder all his.

more impreſitsy the Hearts of your Majeſty's Subjects than the Adjuf 
ment at your Majeſty's gracious Recommendation entered into by he 
Parliament of Great Britain and Ireland in 1782, thereby forming the 
molt ſolemm Compact which can ſuhſiſt between two Countries under a 
common Sovereign, that the Reſult of that Compact and Adjuſtment 
was the Encreaie of our Trade and of our Revenue, together with the 
Harmony of the two Parliaments and the Support of the Connection;

All theſe degrading, dangerous and unconſtitutional Diſtinctions a 


That the [ri/b Peerage is to be kept for ever a diſtinct Body from the 
Briliſh, though the Project profeſſes a Union of the two Kingdoms of 
Britain and Ireland, and attempts a Union of the two Parliaments, of 
hich the Peerage is a conſtituent Part, and this Continuance of a fe- 
narate Ii Peerage, {tripped as it will be of all parliamentary Function, 
perpetuates 1 Diſtinction inſulting and degrading to this Kingdom, 
which your Miniſters, it they had folely in view, without any regard 
to Influence, a laſting Union of the Parliaments to which this Conti— 
nuance no way contributes, would have avoided by providing that the 
Iri/h Peers, when reduced to the propoled Number of twenty-eight. 
houla be declared Peers of the United Empire equally with the Britiſb, 
and they would have diſſolved all national Diſtinctions between them 
for the Time to come. 


But it is not in Trade, Revcnae and Manufactures only that diſtind 


Intereſts are declared to exiit, nor in Conitituton alone that feparate 
intereſts are to be created; the {ame Diſtinctneſs is to be preferved in 
the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, every Difference of Law, every Variation 
of Practice and of Regulation which now prevails is to be allowed to 
diſtinguiſh the Civil and Eccleſiaſtical Courts, with this one Exception 
only, that in the ultimate Appeal every Iri/h Suitor is to be again at 
the Fxpenſe and Hazard of going to IWe/tmin/ter inſtead of having a 
Court in Dublin to reſort to. 


We enlarge the more on theſe ſeveral Enumerations of ſeparate In- 
tereſts, avowed or created by your Majeſty's Miniſters, becauſe the 
many Proviſions they propole for their future Regulation are ſo many 
Acknowledgments that no Force of Law can identity them fo as to 
admit of their Conſolidation. Proviſions, all in themſelves prelumptuous 

and inſufficient, inaſmuch as it is not in the Power of human Wiſdom 
— ug foreſee the Events of Time, and provide now by a Syſtem declared 
7 N immutable 
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immutable for the varying Changes which muſt naturally take place j; 
the Lapic of Years. 


Under the ſame Conviction, though they profeſs a Union of the tx 
Parliaments, they do not attempt to form out of them one wit! equal 
and common Powers for both Kingdoms; it is to be free in all jt; 
Functions in reſpect to Britain, but ſhackled and bound up by PReftric. 
tions as to Ireland. 


In this they deprive your Majeſty's Iriſh Subjects of a Parliament

That having thus ſhewn to your Majeſty how very inefficient the 
Toject of your Miniſters is to anſwer even the Purpoſe it avows, and 
how very ruinous its Operation muſt be if you thall not be graciouſly 
plealed to interiere, we feel it our further Duty to expoſe fully to your 
M ajeſty's View not only the artful Deluſions which thoſe Miniſters 
have preſumed to hold out of ſuppoſed Advantages in Commerce, in 
Revenue, in 'Yaxes and in Manufactures, to deceive the People into 
an Approbation of their Scheme, but the corrupt and unconſtitutional 
Means which they have uſed, the undue Manner in which they 
have employed the Influence of the Crown and the Miſreprelentations 
which they have made of the Senſe of your Majeſty's People ot 
[ri/and on the Mealure, 


Vere all the Advantages, which without any Foundation they have 
declared that this Mcafure offers, to be its inſtant and immediate 
(Coniequence, we do- not heſitate to ſay expreſsly, that we could not 
harbour the Thought of accepting them in Exchange for our Parlia- 
ment, or that we Zeould or would barter our Freedom tor Commerce 
or our Conſtitution for Revenue; but the Offers are meer Impoſitions, 
and we ſtate with the firmeſt Confidence that in Commerce or Trade 
their Meaſure confers no one Advantage, nor can it confer any, for by 
your Majeſty's gracious and paternal Attention to this your ancient 
Realm of Ed every Reitriction under which its Commerce laboured 
has been removed auring your Majeſty's auipicious Reign, and we are 
now as free to trade to all the World as Britain is.

we do not now enjoy, 18 vain and deluſive, and whenever it is to haye

Tour Majeſty's faithful Commons feet more than an ordinary Intere!! 
in laying this tact before you, becauſe they have under your Majesty's 
Ay probation raiſed up and nurſed many of thoſe Manutictures, and by 
ſo doing have encouraged much Capital to be veited in them, the 
Proprietors of which are now to be left unprotected, and to be deprive 
ot the Parliament on whole Faith they embarked themſelves, their bt: 


milies and Properties in the Undertaking. 


In Revenue we ſhall not only loſe the Amount of the Duties which. 
are thus to be removed or lowered, and which the Papers laid before 
us by the Lord Lieutenant ſhew to amount. to the immediate annual 
Sum of 52,c00l. but we ſhall be deprived of nearly as much more by 
the Annihilation of various export Duties which have ſubfifted for

Conſideration whatever has been had to the dilterent legal Interelt of 


Money in this Kingdom, which cauſes a Diadvanage of 201. per Cent, 


in procuring Capital, nor to the relative Quantity of Shipping poll-(}:4 
and uſed by each Country, nor io the export Trade in foreign Acticles, 
mor to the | xtent of Manufacture for home Conſumption, nor to the 
Balance of Trade which ſhews the annual Increaſe of ns clear Profi: 
and of courle the annual Increaſe of the Fund it creates to contribute 
from, in all of which the Means of Britain very far exceed the fore- 


going Proportion, and particularly in the Balance of Trade, which in 


ſrelaud amounts to little more than half a Million with all the World, 
but is ſtated by Authority to have amounted to 14,800,09cl. in Britain, 
excluſive of an annual Influx of Money from the E and Ie Indics to 
the Amount of four Millions to the Proprietors reſident in Britain, and 
of two Millions from Irelaud to the Proprietors of Iriſh Fitates relident 
there, and of another Million from Ireland for the Charges of her Debt 
duc in Hritain, whereas the only known or viſible influx of Money into 
Ireland is the above Balance of Trade of half a Million only, and thele 
two Sums of two Millions and one Nullion, while they add to'the Wealth 
and Means of Britain, unfortunately take away in the fame Amonn! 
trom the Ability of Ireland. 


Thus had a due Inveſtigation been made, and a fair Enquiry gone 


into with a view to obtain a true Knowledge of Facts whereon to 


ground a juſt Calculation, it would have appeared that this Proportion 
for Ireland is not only unjuſt but far beyond what it will be in her Power 
to diſcharge, and the Rathneſs of your Majeſty's Miniſters in hazarding 
ſuch a Meaſure is the more to be lamented or wondered at, becaule mould 
Ireland engage to pay more than ſhe is able to anſwer, the neceſſary 


Conſequence mult be a rapid Mecreaſe of her Capital, the Decline 


of her 'lrade, a Failure in the Produce of her Laxes, and in the End 


her total Bankruptcy, but under ſuch Circumſtances the cannot be 
alone a Bankrupt ; and ſhould ſhe fatally become fo by an inſudiclo 
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or zvaricious Apportionment of Conſtitution, Grea? Britain muſt ſhare 
in her Ruin, and our great and glorious Empire be brought to ine 
Brink of Deſtruction by an innovating Attempt to take from Ireland 
its Conſtitution and ſubſtitute a theoretic, viſionary and untried Syſtem 
in its Room. 


We ſhould therefore earneſtly ſupplicate your Majeſty to oblige 
your Miniſters to defer the Meaſure until a full and farisfactory 
inveſtigation ſhould be made, if we did not ſcel that it ovght to 
be entirely relinquiſhed, and that the Injuries and Dangers «(tending 
on it could not be removed by any Change of that Proportion or re- 
conciled by any Modification of Detail whatſoever. 


Subordinate however as the Conſideration of it is, we cannot omit 
remarking to your Majeſty that there is cunningly and inſidiouſly an- 
nexed to it a Proviſion for its ceaſing, even within the ſhort Period ot 
three Years, ſhould the War continue ſo long, and that when we ſhall 
increaſe our Debt ſo as that it ſhall bear the like Proportion to the per- 
manent Debt of Britain, all the deluhve Benefit held out by this Pro- 
portion is to ceaſe, and we are to undergo common Taxes with Britain. 


We lament that ſuch Deluſion ſhould be reſorted to, it is too palpa- 
le not to be ſeen, and inſtead of the Confidence which ought to at- 


tend every Arrangement between the Kingdoms, {ſuch Conduct muſt 
excite Diffidence and Diſtruſt. 


This Proportion of the reſpective permanent Debts is to be attained 
by increaſing our Debt, which we muſt do, and by Britain leſſening 
her's, which ſhe is in the actual Courſe of reducing, as rapidly at leaſt 
as that of Ireland increaſes ; the Ablurdity therefore of the Poſition is 
ſelf evident, for it ſays, that Ireland by increaſing her Debt and its an- 
nual Charges, will become more wealthy and more able to bear equal 
Taxes with Britain, but that Britain by decreafing her's will be leſs 
able to pay her Contribution, and can only pay equal Taxes. 


Another Deluſion (omitted however in the Articles propoſed) has 
been alſo plauſibly offered, ſtill further to deceive your Majeſty's Sub- 
jects of Ireland into an Approbation of this deſtructive Meaſure, and a 
Promiſe has been authoritatively announced or artfully inſinuated by 
your Miniſters in this Kingdom, that Ireland is to fave by it, or that 
Great Britain is to give her, a Million a Year of Revenue in Time of 
War and half a Million a Year in Time of Peace. 


But we know that during a War like the preſent ſuch a Promiſe is 
impracticable, and both Kingdoms mult ſtrain every Nerve and draw 
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forth every Reſource. We ſeek not to load our Siſter Kingdom unne. 


ceſſarily by leſſening our own Burden, and our Loyalty forbids us to 
liſten to Arguments which offer to ſave our Purſe at the Expenſe of 
Britain; but it is all a Delufion, for we ſee nothing in the Uniting the 
two Parliaments which can change the Courſe of the War, or leſſen 
the total Maſs of Expenſe of both Nations, and we aſſert moſt conf. 


dently, that no Gift can be made or Saving enſue in eur Expenſes by 


the Union, however they may be attempted to be encreaſed by the un- 
founded and unfair Proportion aſcertained for us to bear of the gene— 
ral Expenditure ; but were the Offer founded, were it effeQu:l and 
deſirable, its Advantages reſt on the Misfortunes of War, and we 


ſhould feel ourſelves unworthy of the Truſt repoſed in us, it we could 


ſuffer a Hope, ariſing from the Continuation of ſuch a dreadful Cala- 


mity, to direct our Conduct in any Mealure, much leſs ia one which 


calls on us to give up our Conſtitution for ever. 


Neither can we look forward to any propoſed Saving from the Union 
in Peace, for we are not told, nor could we believe it, if your Majeſty's 
Miniſters did tell us, that a Bill profeſſing to unite the two Kingdoms, 
inſeparably united without a Bill, can have an Influence on the Situation 
of the Affairs of Europe, or that it can allow us, during the next Peace, 
to diſpenſe with keeping up the ſame Military Force as during the laſt ; 
and we are further given to underſtand, that your Majeſty's Royal 
Court, and ail its Eſtabliſhments, the Courts of Law, the Exchequer; 
and all the Revenue Expenſes, are to be continued without the Parla- 
ment equally as with it ; but were the Saving practicable, we teel it 1s 
our own Duty to make it without a Union, and we know that no 


Parliament can do it for /reland, with the ſame Knowledge, the fame 


Efficacy, and the ſame Safety as the Reſident Parliament of Ireland. 


But it is not only in reſpect to theſe Delufions held out as to Frade 
and Revenue that we feel it our Duty io lay before your Majeſty the 


Conduct of your Miniſters on this Meaſure ; we muit ſtate the Means 


by which they have endeavoured to carry it.— That in the firſt Inſtance, 
admitting the Neceſſity of conforming to the Senſe of the Parliamen: 
and the People, they took the Senſe of the Commons, and found that 
Senſe to be againſt it; that they then affected to appeal againſt the Par- 
liament to the People, at the fame Time endeavouring by their Choice 
of Sheriffs ro obſtruct the regular and conſtitutional Mode whereby the 
Senſe of the People has been uſually collected; that on the contrary, 
they didwſe or abet and encourage the uting of various Arts and Stra: 


tagems to procure from Individuals of the loweſt Order, ſome of 


whom were their Priſoners and Felons, ſcandalous Signatures againſt 
the Conſtitution ; that notwithſtanding theſe Attempts to procure a fal- 
lacious Appearance of Strength and Muſter againſt Parliament, the 


People have expreſſed their Sentiments decidedly againſt the Uno, 
an 
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and twenty-one Counties at public Meetings legally convened, and alſo 
many other Counties by Petitions ſigned by the Freeholders, and many 
Cities and Towns, have exprefied either to your Majeſty or to this 
Houſe, or to both, their decided and unalterable Hoſtility to this Union, 
vet your Miniſters have, as we believe, taken upon them to ſtate to your 
Majeſty and your Miniſters in Britain, in Defiance of all theſe Facts, 
that the Senſe of the Nation is not adverſe to the Mcalure; that if there 
could be any Doubt that your Majeſty's Miniſters in the Appointment 
of Sheriffs did conſider how they might obſtruct the People in delivering 
their Opinion regarding the Union, that Doubt 1s fully explained by 
their continuing in Office the Sheriff of the former Year in more than 
one Inſtance, whence it alſo appears how decidedly the Senſe of the 
Country is againſt this Meaſure, when your Majeſty's Miniſters found 
it difficult to procure any Perſon to ſerve the Office of Sheriff who was 
properly qualified, and was alſo a Friend to the Meaſure; that finding 
the Senſe of the People as well as the Parliament to be againſt it, your 
Majeſty's Miniſters attempted to change the Parliament itſelf, and re- 
fuſing to take the Senſe of the Nation by a general Election, they pro- 
cured a partial Diſſolution, and did ſo publicly abuſe the diſquulitying 
Clauſe in the Place Bill (which was enaQted for the expreſs Purpoſe of 
preſerving the Freedom and Independence of Parliament,) that by va- 
cating Seats under its Authority very many new Returns were made to this 
Houſe for the Purpoſe of carrying it, and thus did they change the Par. 
lament without reforting to the People; that before the Miniſtry had per- 
v2rted the Place Bill the Senſe of Parliament was againſt their Union, 
and if that Bill had not been ſo perverted, that Senſe had remained un- 
altered ; that of thoſe who voted for the Union, we beg leave to inform 
your Majeſty that feventy-ſix had Places or Penſions under the Crown 
and others were under the immediate Influence of Conſtituents who held 
great Offices under the Crown; that the Practices of Influence above 
mentioned were accompanied by the Removal from Office of various 
Servants of the Crown who had Seats in Parliament, particulatiy the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Prime Serjeant, three Commiſſioners 
of the Revenue, a Commiſſioner of Accounts, a Commiſſioner of Bar- 
racks and the Curſitor of the Court of Chancery, becauſe they would 
not vote away the Parliament; alſo by their withdrawing their Con- 
idence from others of your Majeſty's faithful and able Counſellors for 
the ſame Reaſon ; that they procured or encouraged the Purchaſe of 
Scats in this Houſe to return Members to vote for the Union, alſo 
the Introduction of Perſons unconnected with this Country to vote 
Way her Parliament; that they have alſo attempted to proſtitute the 

erage by promiſing to Perſons, not even Commoners in Parliament, 
er ſacred Honours, if they would come into this Houſe aud vote for 
the Union; and that, finally, they have annexed to their Plan of 

mon an artful Device, whereby a million and a half of Money is to

conſtitutional Circumſtances your Majeſty's Miniſters have endeavoured. 
againit the declared Senſe of the People, to impoſe upon them a new 
Conſtitution, ſubverting the old one; that when we conſider dle 
veculiar Situation of this Kingdom, with the annual Drains of Money 
irom it by Perſons poſſeſſing Property in it who don't refide, to th: 
etimared Amount of at leaſt two Millions annually, when we advert 
o the further inevitable Drain of a Million a Year by the public 
Revenue to be remitted to Britain for the annual charges of our 
public Debt, and that to countervail theſe great and ircmendous 
iſſues of Money, amounting to three Millions, we have only our general 
Balance of Trade not 600,000l. a Year to ſet againſt them, we look 
with Wread at a Meaſure which mult on the one Hand neceſſarily add 
to thoſe Drains by adding a new and large Portion of our wealthieſt 
Fellow-{ubjedts to the preſent Abſentees, and which muſt on the 


other Hand decreaſe that Balance by CORES and promoting new 


Imports of Manufacture in the Room of thoſe which will decline 


| here. 


We look to it with the more Dread, becauſe, notwithſtanding the 
great Loans from England to the Amou..c of fix Millions in the laſt 
three Years, we have not been able to counterbalance the exiſting 
Drains from hence, and the Exchange has been and ſtill, continues re- 
zularly and uniformly againſt us. | 


And further becauſe our Inability to raiſe the neceſſary Loans within 
this K ingdom, even to the ſmall Extent that has been expected, is un- 
fortunately now too evident, and the continuing to ſupply our Irea- 
jury by Loans from Britain, though it may afford ſome temporary Re- 
lief, will regularly encreaſe the Evil. F 


Your Majeſty's Miniſters, therefore, if they promiſe to themſelves 
or to the Britiſh Nation, any Eaſement to their own Taxes from the 
ſuppoſed Acceſſion of Power over our Wealth and over our Reſources, 
will find themſelves molt thoroughly diſappointed ; and if the Diff 
culty of Remittance ſhall encreaſe, the Manufacturers of Britain Who 
have hitherto ſupplied this Kingdom will find the Demand for their 
Goods decreaſe in Proportion as that Difficulty ſhal! riſe. 


Tha: 
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That we underitand one Benefit which they hold out from the pro- 
poſed Mralure is, what your Miniſters affect to call tranquilizing 
ireland, but that when we look to our Parliament, and fee with what 
Eficacy and Prompitnels it has contributed to put down the late un- 
fartunate Rebellion, how inadequate a Parliament not refident would 
have Leen ; when we reflect that in a Kingdom containing four and à 
half Millions of People, a reſident Parliament muſt poſleis the quick 
and authoritative Means of giving Energy to the Executive which a 
Parliament in another Country cannot have. 


That the removing the Parliament tends to remove with it from the 
Kingdom thoſe Men of large Property and Influence, of Talents and 
Reſpectability, whoſe Preſence is at all "Times eſſential to Tranquillity, 
and may at ſome Conjuncture be alone capable of preſcrving it; that 
their Abſcnce will leave Room for political Agitators and Men of u- 
lents, without Principle or Property, to diſturb and irritate the public 
Mind. We tremble for the Conſequences of a Mealure at once the 
moſt raſh and unneceflary that ever was brought forward by any Mi- 
niſters, and at a lime moſt fitted to produce every Evil dreaded, and 
leaſt fitted to promote any one Benefit held forth. 


That when we confider the Time chofcn to introduce ſuch a Mea— 
ſure we feel additional Repugnance, it being the Moment of our Weak- 
neſs and Diſtreſs, when the Country is of courſe Jets tree to deliver its 
full and heartfelt Sentiments againſt the Illiberality of ſuch an Attempt, 
peculiarly mortifying to thoſe your Majeſty's Subjects who had recently 
exerted themſelves in Defence of that Conſtitution which they are now 
called upon to ſurrender, and at a Time too when the Spirit of Innc - 
vation is abroad and likely to be much encouraged by the Example ot 
your Majeſty's Miniſters in this their Proceeding againſt the ancient Li- 
berties of the People, who may be rendered an unprofitable or dange- 
rous Part of the Britiſb Empire, whether in conlequence of this Union 
they become flaviſh and abject or reſtleſs and diflatisfied. 


That when we reflect on the great Value of the AQts for trying Con- 
troverted Elections, how eminently and effeQtually they have been 
iramed for preſerving the Purity of Eledion, without which the Purity 
of Parliament cannot exiſt, and when we ice that your Miniſters, weil 
knowing the Value we fet on them, have propoſed various Means to 
continue thoſe Benefits to us in the few Elections which will remain to 
be held here after the Union, and have withdrawn them all from their 
Ineficacy and Inſufticiency almoſt as ſoon às they were propoſed, and

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of all Debts whatever due by him does not exceed that of 1 pol. (ter. 
ling, and that the Petitioner from long Confinement is getting into 3 
bad State of Health, and is prevented from earning his Bread as uſual 
in the Capacity of Servant, which the Petitioner did for many Tears 
with an unblemiſhed Character; and therefore praying the Houſe to

Petitioner was on 28th February 1786 married to Jane Higgins, ſpinſter, Iaſolvcnt. 
wich whom he lived and they cohabited together in the moſt perfect 
Harmony from the Time of their Marriage, and faid Jane was indul- 
rious and attentive to her Buſineſs and Family for the Space of ſeven 
Years, until ſhe became acquainted with a Mr. William Barber of South 
Great Georges ſircet, who was a very eminent Cabinet-maker and Up- 
holſterer, which Acquaintance and Intimacy was formed in the Month 
of Ofober 1793 at the Houſe of a Mrs. Jane Batty who then reſided 
in Dame ſtreet, and in fome ſhort Jime after the Petitioner having 
ſtrong Reaſon to ſuſpect that a Connection of an improper Nature was 
forming between the Petitioner's Wife and the ſaid William Barber, 
who is a Batchelor of an idle and diſſipated Character; the Petitioner 
communicated ſuch his Suſpicions to his ſaid Wife, and remonſtrated 
with her on the Imropriety of her Conduct, when the Petitioner”:

merely a Pretext to amuſe and impoſe upon Petitioner, and Petitions 
is convinced in his Mind ſhe went out on all ſuch Occaſions merely y 
have ſuch ſecret and improper Meetings with the ſaid IIIa m Barhe;, 
that' notwithſtagding her aforeſaid Promiſe ſhe ſtill perſevered in keep 
ing up the ſame Intimacy with ſaid Barber, and being informed fron 
different Perſons that ſaid Barber and Petitioner's Wife were trequenth

On the Perufal of laid Letter Mrs. Doteling was greatiy ſhocked, and 
thought it at that lime 1mprudent to diſcloſe the Contents of it to 
Petitioner, bur ſent for the Reverend Mr. Byrne in order to adviſe with 
him what was beſt to be done, when they agreed to ſend for faid William 
Barber, and if poſſible to prevail on him to drop all further Intercourſe 
with Petitioner's Wife, but all in Vain, tor he was ſo infatuated with 
her that he would not enter into any Engagement to relinquiſh her, 
and 1t was proved that he made Uſe of every Kind of Artifice to ob- 
tain Poſſeſhon of ſaid Letter, and declared that unleſs Mrs. Dowling 
and Mr. Byrne firſt conſented to deliver it up or burn it he never 
would give up the Connection he had fo formed wich Petitioner's 
Wite, which being refuſed he attempted to wreſt ſaid Letter from Mrs.
